This action the writer regards 
as a blunder, and he is more than ever 
convinced that the ways even of temper- 
ance politicians and 2dvocates of prohi- 
bition are sometimes so strangely mixed, 
that it would takea deeper mind than 
that of any philosopher at the present 
day to solve the compound. 

The Committee on Resolutions were 
so obstinate and pig-headed that they 
were determined to defeat any resolu- 
tions except their own, not considering 
whether good or harm might be done.

One of the most sad and terrible dis- 
asters that has ever occurred on the Old

It could not be given without 
a sketch of cotton, in its political as well 
as physical relations; of the cotton-gin, 
the spinning-jenny, the “ mule,” the 
water wheel, the steam-engine, and 
countless other contrivances for quick 
and accurate work.—Scribner.

Letter from Nevada. 


CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK. 


The passenger for Eureka arrives at 
| Palisade from the East at 10 a. m., and 
jis obliged to wait until the train from 
San Francisco arrives at 4P. M., when 
the passengers from the East and West 
go down together on the narrow guage 
at 4.30. We amused ourselves as best 
we could while waiting through the long 
hot hours by taking a few notes of the 
town. Palisade consists of about thirty 
houses and a few buildings belonging to 
the railroad companies. Every second 
door is a saloon, and each saloon has its 
quota of broken-down, blear-eyed bum- 
mers sitting on the stoop with tilted 
chair and tobacco-stuffed cheeks, waiting 
for some good-natured rancher to come 
in, or some mountain prospector to come 
down, with a “ stake,’”’ that they might 
** ring in”’ on the drinks. 

A lazy Piute brave was stretched at 
full length on the depot platform, while 
his loving squaw, her face smeared with 
streak of red and yellow paint, seated 
beside him, tenderly fondled his shaggy 
head, carefully poring over his greasy 
scalp. 

I had a capital dinner at one of the 
three ‘‘ hotels.”” In talking to the land- 
lord after dinner, he dwelt in sorrowing 
accent on the good old days when saloon

Let me give you the heights of seven 
mountain peaks of the Sierra Madre 
Range, aliin plain sight from my piazza. 
The figures are from the record of the 
United States Coast Survey. The 
highest summit of all is named San 
Antonio, and is 10,142 feet high.

ily, 9,266 feet; 8,774 feet; 8,753 feet;

The whole range stands sharp and clear 
against the northern sky. As may be 
imagined, it does not abound in vegeta- 
tion; being, for the most part, bare and 
rocky. No doubt, however, of its min- 
eral wealth, waiting only for capital to 
call it forth. Sure indication of the ex- 
istence of gold and silver have long been 
evident. A coal mine has recently been 
opened, from which we are now using 
the best of coal. We have, aiso, our na- 
tive oil. And just now there is talk of 
opening a marble quarry, which prom- 
ises rich results. 

We are becoming less and less depend- 
ent on the outside world for our supplies. 
Fruits and vegetables of all kinds we 
have in great abundance. We make ex- 
cellent flour from our own wheat. We 
raise plenty of corn and barley for 
horses and cattle. Good beef and mutton 
are never wanting. And although we 
feel very sensibly the effect of the hard 
times uuder which the whole country 
has been suffering, we look forward with 
the utmost confidence to a future of 
prosperity and growth throughout all 
this beautiful region, increasing with 
every year. 

I read with pleasure the announce- 
ment, in one of your recent issues, of 
the calling of a new minister to the First 
Congregational Church. I need not say 
how glad I was to feel that the place 
which I so long and unworthily filled 
was to be occupied by so competent a 
successor as Rev. Mr. Butler, of Bever- 
ly. And it was to my no little disap- 
pointment to learn afterwards that the 
appointee had declined the call. Very 
evidently Mr. Butler has approved and 
endeared himself to the mind and hearts 
of the large majority of the old parish; 
and I doubt whether any man would ever 
enter on a ministry there with a better 
hope of success. And even now [ per- 
mit myself to hope that he may be in- 
duced to reconsider his declination. I 
should be only too glad if any word or 
deed of mine could lead to that end. 

My own little church here holds its 
own, and grows slowly but steadily. So 
far as I can see we do not incur the ill- 
will of the other denominations. Nay, 
there is abundant evidence that we have 
the good-will of many members of many 
of them. We do not aim to make pros- 
elytes, or to build up a sectarian institu- 
tion; but only to fill a place which would 
otherwise be vacant, and to offer church 
privileges of our own sort to those who 
are really seeking for them. We havea 
good choir,—perhaps as good as any in 
the city; an increasing Sunday School; 


| a large and interesting adult Bible Class. 


Our social meetings bring together two 
or three hundred of the best people of 
the city. 

The Catholics have a beautiful cathe- 
dral here and a smaller parish church; 
the Methodists have two churches; the 
Episcopalians, the Baptists, the Presby- 
terians, the Jews, the Congregational- 
ists, the Christians, one each. 

I read with interest of all that goes on 
in the oldtown; of your occasional new 
buildings, of your ministerial changes 
of your changes in town officers; of the 
great improvement in your schvols un- 
der their able Superintendent; of the 
passing away into the better country of 
one and another of the faces that used 
to be so familiar tome. All my Quincy 
life is as fresh in my memory as if it 
had been lived but yesterday; and if I 
were to return to-morrow it would hard- 
ly seem to meas if I had been away at 
all.

While the bankrupt law was in force | 


there were 103,005 bankruptcies in the 
United States. The Boston Commercial 


Bulletin has reviewed and analyzed these | 


figures and shows some interesting facts. 


Relatively to population, Massachusetts | 


had the most bankruptcies (one to every 
160) and Maryland had the fewest (one 
to every 904 of population.) Virginia 
ranks next to Massachusetts, and Cali- 
fornia is third in alist of forty states and 
territories. The list of more than 100,- 
000 bankruptcies look immense, but 
there are at least 700,000 business men 
in the country, and on the other hand 
there are among the bankrupts at least 
ten per cent. who have failed more than 
once, and also a good many not in active 
business, bankrupt by endorsement or 
other outside connection. It is, there- 
fore, about a fair conclusion that one in 
nine of the business men of the country 
have failed in the past ten years. This 
is bad enough, but itis even below the 
general rule that one in every six men 
fails, which has been accepied by statis- 
ticians.
